Ladies  and  Gentlemen. 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Eighth  Annual  Report 
on  the  Health  Services  of  the  County. 

Owing  to  my  absence  from  duty  and  the  tremendous  amount  of  extra 
work  arising  from  the  imminence  and  subsequently  the  outbreak  of  war, 
the  publication  of  the  report  has  been  unavoidably  delayed. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 

At  the  inquiry  held  by  Clement  Davies,  Esq.,  and  Dr.  F.  J.  H.  Coutts, 
into  the  Anti -Tuberculosis  Services  in  Wales  and  Monmouthshire,  at- 
tention was  once  more  focussed  on  the  very  unfavourable  mortality  figures 
relating  to  Tuberculosis  in  this  County.  From  the  table  on  pages  82 — 83 
it  will  be  realised  that  the  figures  reveal  a worse  position  than  in  any  other 
County  or  County  Borough  in  Wales.  The  nature  and  extent  of  the  General 
Health  Services  provided  were  severely  criticised  during  the  Inquiry.  The 
Council  has  for  many  years  spent  on  its  Health  Services  less  per  thousand 
of  the  population  than  any  other  Authority  in  Wales.  During  1938 
it  spent  £67  17s.  9 d.  less  per  thousand  of  the  population  than  the  average 
for  Wales  and  £33  6s.  2d.  less  than  the  average  for  England. 

During  the  ten-year  period  ending  December,  1937,  two  Rural  District 
Councils  had  not  built  a single  house  and  only  149  had  been  built  by  the 
other  two  Rural  District  Councils.  Approximately  1,000  houses  had  been 
built  in  the  same  period  by  the  Urban  Authorities,  but  these  were  not 
sufficient  to  meet  the  need.  A very  low  standard  of  sewage  disposal, 
water  supply,  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  and  of  inspection  of  licensed 
premises,  etc.,  had  been  reported  in  many  districts.  Although  some  im- 
provement was  noticeable  during  the  last  twelve  months,  no  appreciable 
decrease  in  Tuberculosis  mortality  can  be  expected  until  the  public  realise 
that  Tuberculosis  is  infectious  ; that  its  cause  and  only  cause  is  the  Tubercle 
Germ.  It  is  imperative  to  educate  the  public  how  to  prevent  the  spread 
of  the  germ  and  how  to  raise,  by  adequate  and  correct  feeding,  the  resistance 
of  the  body  to  withstand  the  attacks  of  the  germ.  Poverty  and  the  misuse 
of  wages,  insanitary  houses,  defective  sanitation,  are  potent  factors  in  the 
development  of  the  disease,  but  the  primary  cause  is  the  germ.  A large 
number  of  infectious  lung  cases  either  do  not  enter  a sanatorium  or  return 
home  from  a sanatorium  to  die  ; thereby  conveying  the  disease  to  their 
families  and  friends.  These  “ open  cases  ” and  tuberculous  milk  are  the 
common  sources  of  infection.  Many  more  beds  for  advanced  cases  are 
required  in  sanatoria.  Efficient  pasteurisation  will  prevent  the  spread  of 
milk-borne  Tuberculosis  and  of  other  diseases. 
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A Scheme  adopted  by  the  Council  for  the  care  of  Tuberculous  patients 
will  be  found  on  pages  42 — 44.  I hope  that  all  the  provisions  of  this 
Scheme  will  be  effectively  and  completely  embodied  in  the  Public  Health 
Service  at  an  early  date. 

Many  cases  of  early  and  even  chronic  Tuberculosis  are  not  diagnosed. 
Some  do  not  consult  their  own  doctors  ; others  refuse  all  the  facilities  for 
diagnosis  provided  by  the  Welsh  National  Memorial  Association. 

No  material  reduction  in  the  incidence  of  Tuberculosis  and  other 
chronic  diseases,  such  as  Cancer,  Heart  Disease,  Rheumatism,  etc.,  can  be 
expected  until  a periodical  and  complete  medical  examination  of  the 
whole  community  is  introduced  with  more  extensive  and  modern  facilities 
for  diagnosis  and  treatment  easily  available  to  all  members|of  the  community. 
There  is  nothing  more  expensive  and  demoralising,  equally  to  the  nation 
and  to  the  individual,  as  ill-health. 

The  Tuberculosis  death-rate  is  a good  index  of  the  extent  and  adequacy 
of  the  general  Health  Services.  The  death-rate  for  this  County  along  with 
other  known  factors  is  a clear  indication  of  the  necessity  for  the  improve- 
ment and  extension  of  the  Health  Services  ; for  more  generous  assistance 
in  the  form  of  nourishment  to  young  children  and  patients,  and  for  the 
appointment  of  fully- qualified  and  trained  Health  Visitors  to  teach  the 
public  how  to  live  wisely  and  well.  Expensive  foods,  subsequently  badly 
cooked,  are  frequently  bought  with  meagre  earnings. 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

A slight  reduction  in  the  Infant  Mortality  rate  is  recorded  this  year. 
The  average  rate  for  the  last  20  years  is  73  and  although  there  is  a gradual 
reduction  I am  convinced  that  the  rate  can  be  further  reduced.  Some 
Authorities  report  a rate  of  40  and  under.  At  least  two  factors  contribute 
to  such  a low  rate  ; liberal  assistance  for  the  provision  of  extra  nourishment 
to  both  mothers  and  children  in  necessitous  cases,  and  expert  advice  by 
specially  trained  and  qualified  Health  Visitors  on  the  methods  of  feeding 
and  the  care  of  premature  and  ailing  babies.  The  Council  engages  only 
three  qualified  Health  Visitors  for  Caernarvon,  Bangor  and  Llandudno, 
and  utilises  elsewhere  the  services  of  46  part-time  nurses,  not  one  of  whom 
is  a trained  Health  Visitor  and  only  15  are  even  fully-trained  State  Regis- 
tered Nurses.  During  the  year  only  £178  was  spent  on  the  provision  of 
extra  nourishment  to  mothers  and  children. 

Attendances  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  continue  to  increase.  Ap- 
proximately 48  per  cent,  of  the  children  under  twelve  months  attend  the 
Clinics. 

The  Maternal  Mortality  rate  has  fallen  from  9.2  in  1937  to  5.5,  and 
the  number  of  deaths  from  15  to  9.  I hope  that  the  abnormal  rate  for 
1937  will  never  again  be  recorded. 
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I welcome  into  the  Health  Service  Mr.  0.  Vaughan  Jones,  the  Obstetric 
Specialist,  who  commenced  duties  in  April,  1938.  He  was  also  appointed 
Obstetrician  and  Gynaecologist  at  the  County  Hospital  with  full  responsi- 
bility for  all  maternity  cases.  A considerable  amount  of  alterations  and 
additions  were  required  at  the  Hospital  to  house  the  Maternity  Department, 
and  further  improvements  contemplated  will  enable  the  Department  to 
deal  effectively  with  all  types  of  abnormal  cases. 

Pre-Natal  Clinics  were  established  at  Llandudno,  Bangor,  Caernarvon 
and  Pwllheli,  and  the  attendances  from  the  commencement  were  much 
larger  than  I anticipated,  arid  they  are  still  increasing. 

A report  by  Mr.  0.  Vaughan  Jones  will  be  seen  on  page  49. 
Malnutrition  in  pregnant  mothers  is  much  too  prevalent  in  the  County. 
It  is  essential  to  provide  more  assistance  in  necessitous  cases  if  the  mortality 
and  morbidity  rates  are  to  be  reduced. 


COUNTY  HOSPITAL. 


On  1st  April,  1938,  the  St.  David’s  Poor  Law  Institution,  Bangor,  was 
appropriated  by  the  Public  Health  Committee.  During  the  following 
weeks  the  inmates  and  most  of  the  sick  were  transferred  to  Conway  and 
Caernarvon  Institutions.  A few  of  the  older  chronic  sick  were  retained 
at  the  Hospital. 


The  County  Council  resolved  to  establish  a General  Hospital  with 
40  beds  at  the  outset,  of  which  12  beds  were  retained  for  maternity  cases. 
It  soon  became  apparent  that  the  Maternity  Section  was  progressing 
rapidly  and  a further  8 beds  were  transferred  from  the  Surgical  and  Medical 
Section  before  the  end  of  the  year ; the  total  number  of  beds  remaining 
at  40.  Details  of  admissions  and  other  statistics  will  be  found  on  page 
48. 


HOUSING. 


Extensive  progress  has  been  made  by  some  Authorities  during  the 
year.  The  extent  of  the  problem  still  to  be  met  is  indicated  by  the  tables 
on  page  84.  Excluding  the  Rural  District  of  Gwyrfai  and  the  Borough 
of  Pwllheli,  from  which  statistics  have  not  been  received  and  in  addition  to 
those  houses  examined  and  accounted  for  in  previous  years,  801  houses 
were  found  to  be  in  a state  so  dangerous  or  injurious  to  health  as  to  be 
unfit  for  human  habitation,  and  792  houses  were  found  not  to  be  in  all 
respects  fit  for  human  habitation.  I calculate  that  throughout  the  County 
at  the  end  of  1938,  not  less  than  1,900  houses  were  in  a state  so  dangerous 
or  injurious  to  health  as  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  at  least 
1,700  houses  were  not  in  all  respects  fit  fur  human  habitation. 


WATER  SUPPLIES. 

Figures  relating  to  water  supplies,  which  I have  received  from  the 
various  local  Authorities  will  be  found  on  pages  76 — 77.  Only  105  samples 
of  water  from  61  different  sources  were  examined,  of  which  15  were  re- 
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ported  unsatisfactory.  These  figures  are  even  more  disturbing  when  it  is 
revealed  that  of  the  61  sources  of  supply,  34  of  which  are  springs,  56  of 
the  supplies  are  not  chlorinated  and  48  are  not  filtered.  Once  again,  I draw 
attention  to  the  potential  danger  of  these  supplies.  Unless  the  necessary 
action  is  taken  to  protect  the  supplies  a serious  epidemic  will  undoubtedly 
arise. 


SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

Attention  is  drawn  to  pages  74 — 75  on  which  will  be  found  information 
taken  from  the  reports  of  the  District  Medical  Officers.  The  position 
generally,  particularly  in  the  Rural  Areas,  is  very  unsatisfactory. 

MILK  SUPPLIES. 

A report  prepared  for  me  by  Mr.  Ernest  Jones,  the  Milk  Officer, 
appears  on  pages  69 — 72. 

PUBLIC  ASSISTANCE. 

Following  the  transfer  of  chronic  sick  from  the  Bangor  Institution 
during  the  Spring,  some  difficulty  was  experienced  in  finding  accommoda- 
tion for  chronic  sick  at  the  three  Institutions  during  the  winter  and  it 
eventually  became  necessary  to  prepare  plans  for  the  addition  of  twelve 
beds  at  the  Eryri  Hospital,  Caernarvon. 

I wish  to  thank  the  Chairmen  and  members  of  the  various  Committees 
for  their  continued  support.  All  members  of  my  staff  have  been  most 
diligent  and  I value  their  loyalty.

SCHEME  FOR  THE  CARE  OF  PERSONS  SUFFERING  FROM 
Tuberculosis. 

Section  173  (2)  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  provides  that  the 
Council  of  a County  or  County  Borough  may  make  such  arrangements  as 
they  think  desirable  for  the  after  care  of  persons  who  have  suffered  from 
Tuberculosis. 

The  County  Council  for  the  Administrative  County  of  Caernarvon 
with  the  object  of  making  provision  under  the  powers  conferred  upon  the 
Council  under  the  said  Section  will  establish  a Scheme  for  dealing  with 
such  cases  as  aforesaid,  and  it  is  proposed  that  the  following  arrangements 
be  made  : — 

1.  The  Council  shall  establish  a standing  Committee  of  the  Council 
to  be  known  as  “ The  Committee  for  the  care  of  Tuberculous  Patients,” 
and  all  matters  relating  to  the  exercise  of  the  powers  of  the  Council  under 
the  recited  statutory  provision  shall  stand  referred  to  the  Committee 
subject  as  hereinafter  mentioned. 

2.  The  Committee  shall  consist  of  twenty  four  members  of  the  Council 
together  with  one  representative  of  each  Sanitary  Authority  in  the  County. 

The  Tuberculosis  Officer  for  the  Area  shall  be  invited  to  each  meeting 
of  the  Committee. 

3.  The  Council  may  also  appoint  as  members  of  the  Committee  not 
more  than  five  persons  specially  qualified  by  training  or  experience  in 
subjects  relating  to  nursing  or  prevention  or  treatment  of  Tuberculosis. 

4.  Subject  to  the  provision  of  this  Scheme  and  to  such  general  or 
special  restrictions  or  conditions  as  the  Council  may  from  time  to  time 
impose  the  Committee  shall  discharge  the  functions  of  the  Council  under 
the  said  recited  Section  and  in  particular  the  following  matters  : — 

(A).  The  consideration  and  examination  of  applications  and 

recommendations  of  Officers  with  regard  to  : — 

(i.)  The  provision  of  skilled  nursing  for  patients  in  their  own  homes. 

{a)  For  cases  not  requiring  constant  nursing  by  arrangement 
with  the  County  Nursing  Association  and  District  Nursing 
Association. 

(b)  For  cases  requiring  constant  nursing  by  the  engagement 
or  appointment  of  nurses  or  such  other  methods  as  the 
Council  may  from  time  to  time  decide. 
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(ii.)  The  provision  of  extra  nourishment,  suitable  clothing,  bed 
and/or  bedding,  &c.,  for  the  patient  in  necessitous  cases. 

(iii.)  The  provision  of  financial  assistance  or  assistance  in  kind 
for  the  patient  in  necessitous  cases,  and  also,  in  such  cases, 
for  the  family  where  the  wage  earner  is  the  person  affected, 
so  far  as  the  Council  has  power  to  do  so. 

(iv.)  The  provision  of  temporary  care  or  protection  for  children 
where  the  mother  is  the  person  affected. 

(v.)  The  provision  of  suitable  clothing,  &c.,  for  necessitous  patients 
to  enable  them  to  enter  Institutions. 

(vi.)  Assisting  patients  capable  of  being  employed  in  obtaining 
suitable  employment. 

(B) .  The  determination  of  the  nature  and  the  amount  of  the 
assistance  and  provision  to  be  given  or  made  in  the  foregoing  cases. 

(C) .  To  assist  in  finding  more  suitable  housing  accommodation 
for  a patient  living  in  unsuitable  surroundings  or  in  an  overcrowded 
house. 

(D) .  The  dealing  with  cases  of  infectious  patients. 

The  Committee  shall  arrange  for  temporary  accommodation  or 
homes  for  children  where  residence  in  their  own  homes  is  considered 
undesirable  from  the  point  of  view  of  infection. 

(E) .  The  provision  in  suitable  cases  of  open-air  shelters  and 
bedding  therefor  for  patients  or  contacts  and  assisting  in  finding 
suitable  sites  for  the  erection  of  such  shelters  where  the  conditions 
do  not  permit  the  erection  thereof  on  land  adjacent  to  the  residence 
of  the  patient. 

(F) .  The  provision  of  home  help  in  cases  where  the  mother  is  the 
person  affected,  and  is  unfit  to  carry  out  all  her  home  duties  or  where 
the  carrying  out  of  such  duties  is  detrimental  to  her  recovery. 

(G) .  The  provision  of  preventive  treatment  for  children  in  need 
thereof  (subject  to  any  provision  made  for  such  cases  by  the  King 
Edward  VII.  Welsh  National  Memorial  Association). 

(H) .  As  far  as  legally  authorised  the  making  of  such  arrange- 
ments and  provisions  as  will  facilitate  the  acceptance  of  Institutional 
treatment  by  the  patient. 

(I) .  The  taking  of  such  action  amd  making  such  provision  as  will 
be  found  necessary  and  desirable  in  individual  cases  not  met  by  the 
foregoing  provided  such  action  or  provision  is  within  the  power  of  the 
Council  and  within  the  scope  of  any  direction  that  the  Council  may 
from  time  to  time  make  in  regard  to  their  functions  under  the 
recited  statutory  provision. 
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With  regard,  to  the  foregoing  matters,  the  Committee  shall  have 
power  to  act  subject  to  reporting  their  action  thereon  to  the  Council,  and 
subject  also  to  the  limit  of  expenditure  that  may  from  time  to  time  be 
fixed  by  the  Council. 

5.  For  the  purposes  of  carrying  out  the  aforesaid  functions,  the  Com- 
mittee shall  arrange  : — 

(a)  For  the  notification  by  the  Welsh  National  Memorial  Associa- 
tion to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  all  patients  suffering 
from  Tuberculosis  including  those  to  be  dealt  with  under  this  scheme, 
together  with  such  details  and  particulars  as  may  be  agreed  and  a full 
report  on  all  contacts  examined. 

( b ) That  on  receipt  of  such  notification  the  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  will  arrange  for  the  patient  to  be  visited  by  a Medical 
Officer  or  a Health  Visitor,  who  will  prepare  a full  report  upon  the 
general  condition  of  the  home,  &c. 

(c)  That  such  report  shall  be  submitted  to  the  following  meeting 
of  the  Committee  with  the  recommendation  of  the  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  thereon,  and  a copy  sent  to  the  Tuberculosis  Medical 
Officer. 

( d ) That  the  patient  and  the  homes  be  visited  at  regular  intervals 
at  least  once  a month  by  one  of  the  Council’s  fully  qualified  Health 
Visitors,  who  shall  report  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
upon  the  general  condition  of  the  patient,  the  home  conditions,  and 
contacts.  Where  considered  necessary  such  latter  report  shall  con- 
tain particulars  of  the  financial  circumstances  of  the  patient. 

(e)  In  cases  of  other  than  casual  financial  assistance  or  assistance 
in  kind  no  order  for  such  assistance  shall  extend  for  a period  exceeding 
14  weeks  at  any  one  time  and  all  such  cases  shall  be  reviewed  by  the 
Committee  at  least  once  quarterly  upon  reports  submitted  by  the 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

(/)  That  arrangements  for  nursing  shall  be  made  in  manner 
hereinbefore  provided,  and  that  all  cases  be  under  the  control  of  the 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  acting  in  co-operation  with  the 
Tuberculosis  Medical  Officer. 

(g)  That  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  shall,  when  necessary,  report 
to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  any  matter  adversely 
affecting  the  progress  of  the  patient  or  the  health  of  the  family. 

6.  The  Committee  shall  make  every  effort  to  secure  the  co-operation 
of  the  Sanitary  Authorities  in  the  County  with  regard  to  housing  and 
sanitation,  and  all  other  matters  in  regard  to  which  the  powers  and  functions 
of  such  Authorities  will  be  of  assistance  to  the  Committee  in  carrying  out 
its  duties.

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  that  the  Maternity  Department  has 
developed  rapidly  and  has  proved  of  exceptional  value  to  the  County 
Health  Services. 

The  type  of  work  done  will  be  realised  when  note  is  made  of  the  fact 
that  almost  two-thirds  of  the  cases  admitted  were  abnormal  cases,  half 
of  these  being  emergency  admissions.  The  work  of  the  Hospital  therefore 
must  not  be  judged  by  the  apparent  results,  but,  rather  by  the  actual  work 
done. 

2.  Emergency  calls  from  Practitioners  numbered  29,  all  being  suitable 
cases. 

3.  The  Clinics  have  developed  satisfactorily  and  are  being  much 
appreciated  by  the  Doctors,  Nurses  and  Mothers. 

Total  number  of  cases  seen  at  the  4 Clinics  . . . . 327 

Unless  they  are  to  become  of  the  Consultative  type  an  additional 
Clinic  should  be  started  at  Caernarvon,  and  I would  also  suggest  that  when 
no  Clinic  is  available,  urgent  cases  could  be  seen  at  the  County  Hospital 
by  appointment. 

SOME  GENERAL  IMPRESSIONS. 

The  Clinics. 

In  my  first  quarterly  report  I stated  “ I am  of  the  opinion  that  the 
type  of  mother  we  have  amongst  the  local  working  class  is  of  a poor  con- 
stitution, probably  because  of  under  nourishment.” 

My  experience  since  then  has  confirmed  this  beyond  doubt,  and  I 
am  of  the  opinion  that  this  pitiful  state  of  affairs  is  due  mainly  to  poverty, 
ignorance  and  their  mode  of  living.  The  Liverpool  Slums  and  working 
class  (amongst  whom  I worked  for  years)  are  of  infinitely  better  physique. 

A great  number  of  the  mothers  do  not  realise  the  importance  of  pre- 
natal care  and  fewer  still  understand  the  meaning  of  post-natal  care. 
These  are  grossly  negligent  and  there  has  been  a great  delay  in  many  com- 
plicated cases  before  the  mother  has  called  a Doctor  or  Nurse.

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Secretary’s  Report  for  1938 — 1939. 

During  the  year,  Teas  and  Social  gatherings  have  taken  place  in  different 
parts  of  the  area.  In  some  districts  also,  singing  meetings  in  the  Winter 
and  Rambles  in  Summer  are  arranged  by  the  Home  Teachers. 

Sales  of  work  have  been  held  at  various  centres  at  which  Blind  workers 
have  demonstrated. 

Bus  passes  were  again  issued  through  the  Society  by  the  Crosville  Motor 
Company  for  the  nominal  sum  of  2/6  each.  White  sticks  have  also  been 
jssued  to  Blind  Persons  requiring  them. 

The  Library  at  Bangor  continues  to  be  well  patronised  by  Blind  readers, 
many  of  whom  also  receive  newspapers,  magazines  etc.  by  post  direct,  free 
of  charge. 

Christmas  gifts  were  given  to  306  Caernarvonshire  cases  to  the  value 
of  £45  18s.  0 d. 

The  Wireless  Maintenance  Fund  is  still  being  carried  on.  This  fund  pro- 
vides half  the  cost  of  Batteries  etc.  for  the  maintenance  of  Wireless  Sets.  The 
Wireless  for  the  Blind  Fund  have  issued  a large  number  of  new  Wireless 
Sets,  some  of  them  “ All  Main.” 

The  Necessitous  Grants  Committee  have  dealt  with  numerous  applica- 
tions for  clothing,  boots,  etc.,  during  the  year.  The  County  Council  is  now 
refunding  such  grants  that  have  been  made  to  cases  in  receipt  of  the  Unemploy- 
able Blind  Grant  (i.e.  people  who  have  been  transferred  from  the  Public 
Assistance  Books). 

The  Blind  are  very  grateful  to  the  County  Council  for  the  many  sick 
grants  allowed  and  also  for  assistance  towards  funeral  expenses. 

The  Unemployable  Blind  Grants  continue  to  be  paid  by  the  Society 
every  week.  These  grants  have  proved  a godsend  to  the  Blind  and  have 
made,  in  many  instances,  all  the  difference  between  penury  and  a modest 
though  welcome  measure  of  happiness.

Dear  Sir, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  second  annual  Report  on  the 
sampling  of  milk  for  Tubercle  Bacilli  and  other  work  performed  by  me  under 
the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1936  and  the  Milk-in-Schools 
Scheme,  for  the  year  1938. 

During  the  year  1938,  1445  samples  of  milk  were  taken  for  tubercle 
examination  representing  746  farms. 

Of  the  above  number  1438  samples  were  reported  to  be  free  of  Tubercle 
Bacilli,  i.e.,  negative  to  the  Biological  Test,  and  7 samples  positive  to  the 
test,  i.e.,  Tubercle  Bacilli  present,  a decrease  of  14  Positive  results,  on  the 
year  1937. 

The  procedure  adopted  for  sampling  and  testing  is  as  follows  : — 

Bulk  samples  are  taken  at  the  farm,  these  represent  the  milk  of  several 
cows  and  are  then  forwarded  to  the  laboratory.  The  laboratory  routine 
consists  of  either  the  Microscopical  examination  of  the  samples,  when  the 
result  may  be  available  within  a day,  or  the  Biological  test.  To  carry  out 
this  test,  two  guinea  pigs  are  inoculated  with  the  saline  emulsified  centre- 
fuge  deposit  of  the  milk  sample. 

One  of  the  guinea  pigs  is  then  killed  one  month  after  inoculation,  or 
earlier,  if  it  shows  any  clinical  symptoms,  of  Tuberculosis,  and  the  other 
from  6 — 8 weeks.  Should  any  of  these  show  evidence  of  Tuberculosis  on 
post  mortem,  the  sample  of  milk  is  regarded  as  “ Positive  ” to  the  test. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  is  notified  of  any  positive  results,  and 
he  immediately  communicates  with  the  Veterinary  Inspector  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  who  then  follow  up  the  positive  herds. 

Of  the  7 Positive  results  notified  during  1938,  the  offending  cows  were 
traced  and  slaughtered  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order  in  5 cases,  the  re- 
maining two  being  untraced. 

Difficulty  is  often  experienced  by  the  Veterinary  Inspectors  in  tracing 
these  cows  through  the  movement  of  animals  which  has  taken  place,  in  the 
interim  of  six  weeks,  between  the  time  of  taking  the  sample  and  the  date 
of  result. 
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The  establishment  of  Butter  Factories  and  Creameries  within  easy 
reach  of  producers  in  this  County  has  lately  greatly  increased  the  pro- 
duction of  milk,  and  the  change  has  taken  place  very  rapidly.  Farmers 
who  two  years  ago  never  dreamt  of  producing  milk  for  sale,  as  such,  are 
now  sending  their  supplies  daily  to  the  various  establishments.With  this 
rapid  change,  the  question  of  Registration,  and  the  condition  of  cow- 
sheds and  dairies  is  presenting  some  difficulty  to  the  Local  Authorities 
concerned,  as  many  of  these  buildings  are  below  the  standard  of  those 
already  selling  milk. 

With  this  great  increase  in  milk  production  comes  the  added  danger  of 
infection  from  Tuberculous  milk,  as  no  doubt,  large  quantities  of  this  milk 
will  find  its  way  to  the  liquid  market. 

With  the  above  change  another  danger  also  presents  itself,  i.e.,  the 
danger  of  infection  from  contaminated  and  improperly  cleansed  and 
sterilised  churns. 

Efforts  are  made  by  farmers  to  cleanse  and  sterilise  these  churns 
before  use,  but  it  is  very  doubtful  whether  their  attempt  in  this  direction 
is  entirely  satisfactory. 

One  firm  which  collects  milk  in  this  county  possess  their  own  churns, 
these  churns  have  no  names  on  them,  consequently  the  same  churn  is  not 
returned  daily  to  the  same  farmer. 

Again  the  procedure  with  butter  Factories  is  to  return  skim  milk  to  the 
farmer  in  his  chum,  this  skim  milk  being  a mixture  of  milk  from  several 
farms. 

Bottling  of  milk  by  retailers  is  also  gaining  popularity,  but  again  the 
question  of  efficient  sterilization  of  the  bottles  arises,  as  only  holders  of 
Designated  Licences  and  a few  dairymen  possess  proper  and  efficient 
pressure  steam  sterilizers. 

MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATIONS)  ORDER,  1936. 

On  the  31st  December,  1938,  there  were  25  holders  of  Tuberculin 
Tested  Milk  Licences  which  included  two  new  producers  enrolled  during 
the  year  (one  of  which  previously  held  an  Accredited  Milk  Licence)  and 
one  producer  did  not  apply  for  the  renewal  of  his  licence. 

There  were  25  holders  of  Accredited  Milk  Licences  including  4 new 
producers  enrolled  during  the  year.  2 producers  did  not  apply  for  the 
renewal  of  their  licences. 

165  samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  were  taken  for  Bacteriological 
examination,  17  of  which  failed  to  pass  the  required  test,  i.e.,  10  per  cent. 

131  samples  of  Accredited  milk  were  taken  for  Bacteriological  ex- 
amination 22  of  which  failed  to  pass  the  required  tests,  i.e.,  17  per  cent, 
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The  above  results  compare  favourably  with  last  year’s  figures  when 
the  percentage  of  failures  for  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  was  18.6  per  cent., 
and  for  Accredited  milk,  18  per  cent.

Numerous  applications  were  received  during  the  year  from  farmers 
for  particulars  of  the  necessary  alterations  required  to  buildings  before  a 
licence  for  the  production  of  a Designated  milk  could  be  granted  them. 
Difficulty  was  encountered  in  County  Boundary  Farms  through  the  differ- 
ence of  Standards  in  operation  in  this  County  and  the  adjoining  Counties, 
e.g.,  the  provision  of  a steam  sterilizer  being  compulsory  in  this  County 
for  all  farms,  large  and  small. 

MILK-IN-SCHOOLS  SCHEME. 

The  above  scheme  has  now  been  firmly  established  in  this  County, 
and  all  the  schools  with  the  exception  of  a few  Rural  Schools  are  supplied 
with  milk  under  the  above  scheme. 

The  few  remaining  schools  without  a supply  are  very  Rural  and  the 
number  of  children  in  each  case  small,  and  mostly  live  or  are  connected 
with  Agriculture,  and  hence  if  milk  was  provided  for  them  at  school,  it  is 
very  doubtful  whether  they  would  partake  of  it.

Sanitary  Districts  in  the  County  where  the  Sewerage  arrangements 

ARE  UNSATISFACTORY. 

Caernarvon  Borough. 

Owing  to  overtaxing  of  system  a new  scheme  has  been  prepared  and  an 
application  for  sanction  to  a loan  covering  practically  the  whole  scheme  has 
been  granted.  Confirmation  has  been  further  received  for  a scheme  to 
improve  the  South  Road  and  North  Road  Districts,  the  conditions  having 
been  unsatisfactory  for  some  years. 

Llanfairfechan  U.D. 

The  Council  have  under  consideration  a scheme  for  the  renewal  of 
present  pumps,  ejectors  and  outfall  main. 

Pwllheli  Borough. 

It  has  not  been  found  practicable  to  extend  sewer  to  part  known  as 
Penrallt  where  there  are  17  houses  of  the  Working-class  type.  A scheme  would 
be  likely  to  be  expensive,  as  the  work  would  entail  excavation  in  rock. 

Portmadoc  U.D. 

A scheme  is  being  prepared  for  the  preparation  of  a sewer  alongside 
the  Cut,  which  receives  discharge  from  outlets.  The  Cut  is  deepened  an- 
nualy  at  a cost  of  about  £70.  Schemes  for  reconstruction  of  sewers  are  also 
under  consideration. 

Gwyrfai  R.D. 

Sewerage  is  likely  to  be  improved  at  Llandwrog,  Bwlchllyn,  Swan, 
Llanwnda,  Bethel,  Rhiwlas,  Deiniolen,  Llanrug  and  Portdinorwic. 

Early  consideration  should  be  given  to  sewerage  at  Llanberis,  Cwmyglo, 
Rhosisa,  Llanllyfni,  Dinas  Dinlle,  Part  of  Groeslon. 

New  sewage -disposal  works  being  contemplated  at  Cesarea. 

It  is  proposed  to  draw  out  a comprehensive  scheme  of  sewerage- 
disposal  for  the  whole  of  Nantlle  Vale. 

Sewerage  and  sewage-disposal  works  urgently  required  for  Dinas. 

Sewage  should  be  properly  treated  before  being  discharged  into  the 
rivers. 

In  some  places,  in  spite  of  existence  of  sewers  and  water  supply,  houses 
and  perhaps  terraces  remain  unconverted. 
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Lleyn  R.D. 

A sewerage  scheme  is  badly  needed  at  Llanbedrog.  Improvements 
are  required  at  Sarn,  Botwnnog,  Llithfaen,  Edeyrn,  Abersoch,  Abererch, 
Efailnewydd,  Llannor,  Chwilog,  Llanystumdwy,  Pentrefelin,  Garn,  Pren- 
teg,  Pencaene wy dd , Llaniestyn,  Tydweiliog,  Mynytho. 

Sewerage  is  badly  needed  at  Edeyrn — water  system  is  present. 

Sewerage  system  at  Abererch  incomplete.  A scheme  has  been  pre- 
pared. 

A new  scheme  has  been  prepared  for  Llanbedrog. 

There  is  great  need  of  a sewer  at  Sarn. 

At  Fourcrosses,  the  treatment  and  discharge  of  sewage  is  to  be  im- 
proved. 

Chwilog. — Scheme  submitted  substituting  disposal  works  for  sea 
outfall. 

Llithfaen. — Public  Inquiry  is  expected.
